The 
entire crew of 14 men were drowned.

An explosion of a gasoline tank on

Whisper had several large tnnks of 
gasoline on board and her crew re- 
fused to permit would-be rescuers to 
get within hailing distance, fearing 
an explosion of the whole mass af 
any moment. None of the crow was 
saved. 


Advices received here state that a 


heroic eflort was made by Captain 
Hall and his crew to save the cargo, 
and it was not until the ship had 
burned to the water lino (hat the 
sailors.began-to look for their own 
safety. 
A moment before tho char- 


red hull of the schooner went to tho 
bottom the terrific explosion occur- 
red, and whoa the smoke had cleared 
away no traces of the ship or of its 
crew could'be seen.
